Not a singie President is buried 
tit Washington. An Englishman 

Can visit the tombs of almost every 
English soveieiiin with in a few 
liours. They lie at Winches' 

Westminster and at Windsor, but 

only two cemeteries in the United 
States con tain the bodies of more 
than OUC President. The Adanies 
both lie in the yard of the First 
Congregational Church at Quincy, 
and Monroe and Tyler are 
buried in Hollywood Ccmelry, Rich- 
mond, Va. The presidential burial 
places are scattered from New 
Hampshire on the north to Virginia 
on the south, and Illinois to tho 
Atlantic coast. Five are buried 
in Virginia four in New York and 
in Ohio, three Tennessee, te 
Massachusetts, and one in New 
Hampshire, Kentucky, Pennsyl- 
vania, Indiana, .and Illinois. 

Of the Ave Presidents who died 

in office — Harrison, Tyler, Lincoln, 
Cat field, and McKiniey— only the 

liist two met death in tin* White 
House. The elder Harrison was 
the fust buried in the Capital, tint 
his body was removed later to North 

Bend, Ohio. 

Washington liesjir his old home 
ai Mount Vernon; where he died 
Thomas Jefferson was buried at his 
home estate, Monlieello, Ya. A 
cemetery at Mont pelicr, Ya. , cont- 
ains the ashes of Madison. The 
death of Andrew .taekson took 
place at tin. Hermitage, his home 
in Tennessee, When he was dying 

those about tho bed began to weep. 
Raising himself, he exclaimed: 
"What is the mailer with my dear 

children? Oh, do net cry. He 
good children, and we will till meet 
in heaven." These were his last 
words. He was buried near his 
home. 

After the expiration of his term 
James K. Polk went to Nashville, 
Tenn. but lived only a few mo tit lis 
The burial was al Nashville. Van 
Huren died at his country home w\ 
Kiuderhook, N. Y., and was buried 
from the old Dutch church there. 

Pneumonia caused the death of 

William Henry Harrison a month 
after his inauguration. His last 
words were spoken to a doctor, 
whom he evidently mistook 
Vice-President Tyler. "Sir," he 
said, " I wish you to understand 
the tme principles ef this govern- 
ment. I wish them carried out. 
I ask nothing more." He was 
buried in tho Congressional (Vine 
tery, but a few years later the body 
was removed to North Bend, Ohio. 
to a tomb ovelookini: the Ohio 
Hiver. The grave was neglected 
until the Stale o( Ohio erected a 
monument above it. Hissucci 
Tyler, died at the Exchange Hotel, 
Richmond, a member of the Con- 
federate Congress. " Doctor, 1 am 
going," he said, as the end 
approached. " I hope not. sir," 
was the answer. " Perhaps it is 
best," the dying man replied, and 
did not, speak again. Tyler died 
during his term of office at the 
white House. His last words were: 
" I am about to die. I expect the 
summons soon, 1 have end ea' 

to discharge all my official duties 
faithfully. I regret nothing, but I am 
sorry that I am abpUt to leave my 
friends." His body was put in a 
vault at Washington from which it 
was removed to Springfield, five 
miles from Louisville, Ky. Millard 
Ftlmore was buried at Buffalo, 
where he died. The body of Frank- 
lin Pierce lies at Concord, N. IP, 
and the at of James Buchanan at 
Lancaster, Pa. His Last words 
whispered to himself, were 
Lord (bid Almighty, as thou wilt." 
Lincoln died without speaking 
after he was shot I lis bod] 
in Oak Ridge Cemetery at Spring- 
field, HI. Andrew Johnson died at 
Carter's Depot, Tenn. One of his 
last requests Was that bis body be 
wrapped in the flag. He 
buried al Oroonvillo, Tenn 
General Grant died at Mount 
McGregor, N. V., and his bo I; 
in the tine tomb at Riverside Park, 
Mr. Hayes was buried at Fremont.

The Oallandet Memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Chnrefa 
is sitoated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet bank from (Iih 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and bo a center 
of religions aril social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped dining his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was u»t per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy n 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
flve feet in depth. It will be three 
■toriea in height, with a basenii'iit, 
and will bo used lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of tho 
deaf-mutes of Mow York. Tho 
amount, required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. Thoy themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
